This House Report No. 3232 was ordered 
printed on Dec. 26, 1950, and can now be obtained from

Inasmuch as the Educational Reviewer has been plugged 
recently by radio commentator Fulton Lewis and has been 
wholeheartedly endorsed in an editorial (Jan. 29, 1950) 
in the Chicago Daily Tribune, friends of education really 
should read the full 73 page report.

A much different conclusion was reached by the Con- 
gressional committee after its extended and thorough in 
vestigation.

If these educators are so utterly 
naive and untrained as to need help from a lobbying or 
ganization in selecting proper classroom materials, then 
our educational system has decayed beyond all help. This 
proposition we cannot accept 

For good or ill, CASBO is doing essentially what many 
other pressure groups are trying to do. These groups have 
long since recognized that lobbying of the traditional vari 
ety is not enough to ensure lasting legislative success. As 
a consequence, they have entered upon a far-reaching and 
infinitely ambitious struggle to control public opinion 
The effort to reach this opinion in the bud through dic- 
tation of educational materials is only one aspect of this 
struggle. Wherever opinion is made there can the re- 
sourceful pressure group be found. The implications of 
this heavy and relentless assault on the nation’s mind—by 
all the CASBO’s, big and little, liberal and conservative

I believe thar the answer to the 
problem ot the sate handling ot 
groups of school children an 
emergency such as that produced 
by a bombing attack is not just a 
matter of practicing speczfic drills 
for a specific emergency but that 
equally important is the daily prac 
tice of group and individual dis 
cipline in the classroom, in the cor 
ridors, on the stairways 

The manner in which the chil 
dren in an elementary building pass 
to the lavatory, leave the building 


for play periods, go to and from 


does not alter the basic considera 
ions; it only adds to them 

The accompanying bibliography in 
cludes booklets that offer information 
about atomic bombing and suggest 
measures to be taken as a protection 
igainst such bombing 

Personnel in each school needs to 
become fully informed through read 
ing and study. Defense committees 
should be set up. Each building must 
be studied in the light of possible dan 
gers, and plans developed for each 
specific location 

Since schools are part of communi 
ties, there must be coordination among 
all the community agencies to develop 


t community plan into which school 


assemblies, leave the school at the 
close of the day—those things that 
happen every day set the pattern tor 
Operation in times of emergency 

I question very much whether 
the high school teacher who has 
poor discipline his classroom 
during the typical school session 
will be able to provide active lead

I question whether a school that

I doubr, if the bombs drop, that 
we are going to call together a 
committee of youngsters and after 
lengthy discussion and argument 
finally decide whether everyone 
should go through a door at once 

We do not attempt to teach hon 
esty by giving a course in honesty 
We do it by constantly working to 
teach honesty in a thousand dif 
ferent ways throughout the school 
day. In much the same way we 
must train for emergencies 

Let us take a careful look at our 
own school systems—watching how 
well we are carrying out those daily 
ACTIVITIES that train tor group and 
individual action in time of emer

universities increased trom $89,000 
000 to $160.000.000 berween 1947 
and 1949, all to promote the natural 
sciences. By cotally neglecting research 
in the social sciences, education and 
humanities, the federal government 
has exerted a control on the emphases 
ot these institutions. The school lunch 
program with its $92,000,000 of fed 
eral money in 1949 exerted certain 
controls in local schools through types 
of nutrition programs for pupils and 
types of accounting systems to be 
maintained: it has also, in some states 
tended to place state departments of 
education off-balance 

Local schools are intluenced by the 
face that virtually the entire federal 
interest in elementary and secondary 
school curriculum ts in highly special 
ized phases only: citizenship educa 
tion is the concern of the Department 
of Justice; aviation education, of the 
C.A.A., school savings, of the Treasury 
Department, and vocational education, 
of the Office of Education. The pro 
motion of specialties only by a higher 
echelon of government is not the way 
to obrain well balanced programs in 


lower echelons 


OUT OF BALANCE 

Whar is the effect on states? In 
California more than half of the per 
sonnel in the state department of edu 
cation is in the highly specialized areas 
for which federal assistance ts given 
New York State reports that its state 
department of education has one spe 
cialist in vocational agriculture (fed 
erally supported) for each 4000 stu 
dents in this field of study, while it has 
one specialist in English (state sup 
ported) for each 1,000,000 English 
students. Similar facts could be brought 
out in almost every state. The state 
departments of education must serve 
equally all phases of education if we 


are to retain balance. The promotion 


of specialties by the federal povern 


ment has made this balance impossible 


Ot course, we need more vocational 
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education, not less. But the long-range 
effect of promotion of specialties only 
by higher echelons is to exert a type 
of subtle control of purpose and ad 
ministrative emphasis that may be 
inimical to the well balanced over-all 
development of education in lower 
echelons. It is also axiomatic that the 
greater the specificity, the greater the 
amount of control that must accom 
pany the program. Controls once estab 
lished on specialized programs are 
seldom relaxed, even though the need 
may be past.* 

As we extend further specialized 
programs from the state levels for sup 
port of handicapped children, for 
highly specialized curricular fields 
transportation, school buildings, and a 
myriad ot other specialized services 
and programs—is there danger that by 
promoting the specialty we exert un 
due controls on local school districts? 
Admittedly, the pressure groups de- 
manding specialized programs are of 
ten stronger than those that have the 
general interests of education at heart 
This has always been true at the fed 
eral level, and too often it is-true at 
the state level 

Certain it is that the balanced 
program to meet needs of all pupils 1s 
jeopardized unless those who have the 
general interest of education at heart 
are more effectively heard in legisla 
tive halls. Our strength in education 

and in democracy——is best served 
when the federal government and the 
states give primary consideration to 
the development of strong initiative 
and leadership in strong local school 
districts

ments of education is given in Wash 
ington as the reason for undue con- 
trols in federal programs. Because 
certain state departments are weak, it 
is maintained that the cause of voca 
tional education would be lost in these 
states if there were to be a relaxation 
of federal controls. Many of the abuses 
of federal programs in bypassing state 
departments of education, thus further 
weakening them, are justified — by 
Washington because certain state de 
partments are weak. This applies to 
activities of Lanham Act type, to the 
earlier conduct of the school lunch pro- 
gram (and a residue still remains), to 
plans and contracts for the education 
of Indian children, to the education of 
children on federal properties, and to 
several similar programs. In the in- 
terests of federal uniformity these pro 
grams are designed with controls suit 


able for the weakest states 


GOVERNMENT STEPPED IN 

Let us go back 18 years. The prob 
lem of the increasing gap between the 
time of leaving school and the time 
of entering employment had been be 
coming more serious Over the years 
The needs of a large mass of youths 
were not being met by schools. The 
states and local schools did little about 
it. The depression brought it to a criti- 
cal head. So the federal government 
stepped in and established the C.C.C 
and the N.Y.A. These subsequently 
developed into a federally operated 
school system that undoubtedly would 
now be with us had we not gone into 
World War I 

Fine as these programs were in meet 
ing essential human and social prob 
lems, we objected that they bypassed 
state and local authority, that they set 
up facilities that competed with our 
local school systems, that they were 
bureaucratic. Burt we, who shouted 
loudest against this needless duplica 
tion, were really most responsible for 
it. We had not cared for an essential 
human and social problem and so, in 
effect, gave an invitation to the fed- 
eral government to step in and do the 
job. Incidentally, this problem will be 
with us again.

The tve members of the board ot 
education employ a principal, a vice 
principal, an attendance clerk, three 
stenographers, classroom teachers, 
four custodians, two maintenance 
men, a cafeteria manager and two as 
sistants, and seven bus drivers.

that was enlarged in 1929 to accom 
modate 750 students comfortably 

We do not feel that our problems 
are any greater than those of many 
present-day secondary schools. We do 
teel that our method of approach may 
in some ways, be unique, and we do 
know that so far it has been pro 


ductive of some fine results 


STUDY PROBLEM 

In their meetings our teachers con 
tinually study the problems that pre 
sent themselves as the school functions 
from day to day. But early in 1947 
faculry members realized that there 
were certain larger problems, ovet 
which they had little control, that 
were seriously affecting the efficient 
operation of the school. The ofterings 
in such departments as art, music, vo 
cational agriculture, homemaking and 
industrial arts were being seriously 
curtailed because of a lack of space 
The congestion in classrooms and 
halls, at drinking fountains, and at 
lockers created conditions that were 
difhcult to control properly ' 

Furthermore, certain attitudes on 
the part of the community regarding 
attendance, use of the school plant, 
the extracurricular program, and even 
the curriculum itself seemed to point 
toward a need for bringing about a 
closer relationship between the school 
and its patrons 

The principal presented to the 
board of education some ideas that 
had been developing in the taculty 
meetings. The board not only gave the 
faculry and administration the © green 
light” but actively participated in the 


development of the plan. In_ tact, 


Members of the board of 
education of the Yuma 
Union High School Dis- 
trict prepared the ground- 
work for community co- 
operation in the school's 
“Operation Perspective.” 
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Henry F. Colman, clerk of the board, 


gave the project its name, Operation 
Perspective,” which by now ts part of 
the vernacular of our district 

There were two big questions we 


had co answer. What areas of the 


educational program could the com 
munity be expected to study’ How 
could we get a cross-section of out 
people organized into working groups? 

After many meetings and much 
serious discussion, we agreed upon five 
topics for study by lay groups: (1 
the school plant and district organi 
zation, (2) community use of the 
school plant, (3) what we teach, (4) 
the well balanced student, and (5) 
scholarship 

Next, and the keystone of the whole 
plan, was the selection of chairmen 
for these five lay groups. The final 
selection was based upon the five per 
sons qualities of leadership, commu 
nity interest, representation of geo 
graphical districts, and familiarity with 
school problems. A merchant and rep 
resentative of our Somerton district 
was selected as chairman tor Group | 
An accountant and member of the 
Yuma City Council headed the sec 
ond group. The leader for the third 
group was the postmustress in Yuma 
For Group 4 the superintendent of 
parks and recreation for the city of 
Yuma was selected. For Group 5 the 
president of the Yuma Valley Water 
Users Association, a tarmer trom our 
Gadsen district, was chosen 

Then came the job of publicity. We 
had the full cooperation of the press 
and radio. News stories, radio discus 
sions and panels, lapel cards, and at 
tractive invitations carried home by 
students told the story. A J Stoddard, 


superintendent of the Los Angeles 
schools, was the keynote speaker at 
the kick-off program 

At this meeting faculty members 
distributed ballots headed “Let's Look 
at Our Schools 
were listed the five discussion groups, 


Upon these ballots 


those present were invited to indicate 
first, second and third chotces of the 
areas they would be willing to study

At the close of the meeting about 
250 persons returned their ballots, in 
dicating their willingness to partici 
pate in the work of the discussion 
groups.

education program. The amount ot 
conservation education now available 
in the schools of the country 1s far too 
little—as evidenced by the experiences 
provided in the schools and by the 
lack of concern and information on the 
part of almost all communities. Unless 
something more definite and thorough 
s undertaken, in all too short a ume 
future generations can look forward 
to an economy that not only is de 
clining but 1s dependent on other 
parts of the world. It is the obligation 
of the schools to develop in our young 


lings and attitudes 


people understanc 
that will help communities conserve 
the nation’s resources. This is gen 
erally accepted in principle but the 
pracuice IS Too rare 

Education unquestionably can do 
more Conservation education can and 
should be increased in our public 
schools. One way this may be brought 
abour is through teacher education 
Teachers—not just an eager few, but 
all—should understand why conserva 
rion education is necessary, what areas 
of the problem should be taught and 
where, and what activities and ma 
terials are most ettective. Schools 
not just a small number doing an ex 
cellent job, but all—should provide well 
planned experiences in conservation 
education. Emphasis should be placed 
on the enlarged program in conserva 
tion education at all levels, elementary, 
secondary and college. This can be 
accomplished only when teachers are 
better informed and equipped to teach 
conservation education. Thus only 
through more eftective conservation 
education in teacher education can all 
schools hope to realize this goal 

The task of providing more eftective 
conservation education for teachers is 
twofold. Emphasis must be placed 
equally on preservice education of all 
young people in teacher education 
programs and on in-service education 
of teachers now guiding boys and 
girls at all grade levels. To continue 
granting teaching certificates to young 


men and women without more eftec 


tive conservation education short

UREAUCRATS sit ponderously in 

Tin Horn, Tex., and Derricks 
Forest, Calif., just as bureaucrats wal- 
low in Washington, D.C. One ot these 
corrupt characters probably lives in 
your town, too, and on his office door 
are lettered these sinister words: “Su- 
perintendent of Schools.” 

Paul R. Mort of Columbia, without 
whose fiscal findings no A.A.S.A. con- 
vention could long survive, has brought 
this sorry charge against many school 
administrators 

Whar differentiated the outstanding 
York State 
from the general run, in a recent study, 
was the practice of involving the pub- 
lic in the budget making process, Dr 
Mort declared. 

"In the trend toward bureaucratic 
control of education by the profession, 
which has followed similar develop- 
ments in other fields of government in 


central schools of New 


recent years, we have done our best to 
reduce budget making practice to a 
clerical job. Either the superintendent 
of schools or the business manager 
or the two go into retreat and develop 
what they consider to be a satisfactory 
budget. This budget is brought before 
the board and perhaps approved with 


minor changes. Then it is presented 


a hearing of the public and 
board. In any 


before 
later adopted by the 
case it was born in retreat 

This is a far cry from the ideals of 
popular government, Dr. Mort points 
out. Yet in the very town where the 
superintendent spouts about adult edu- 
cation and lay participation, it is not 
uncommon to find budget making a 
closely held enterprise. 

‘Presumably the budget making 
process may be a means of bolstering 
bureaucracy or it may be a true in 
strumentality for enriching the life of 
the people, an annual drawing together 
of the thinking of the community as 
a whole into its fiscal implications for 


the succeeding year 
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Disagreement between political sci- 
entists and educators on the fiscal in- 
dependence of school boards is not 
partial. It's next thing to total, 

President Wayne O. Reed of Ne- 
braska State Teachers College, Peru, 
stated the arguments on both sides 

The position commonly taken by 
the political scientist, as the N.E.A. 
points out, is that education is merely 
one kind of community service and 
that the amount of local support given 
to it should be determined by the 
over-all governing agency, which alone 
can weigh school needs against all 


other needs, such as for fire and po- 
lice protection, sidewalks and sewe 

President Reed gave 12 arguments 
for fiscal independence, which are gen- 
erally accepted by schoolmen, some of 
which are listed: An intermediate au- 
thority makes it difficult for the board 
to be én fact responsible to the people 
and to the state. Fiscal control often 
leads to de facto control of educational 
policies. Fiscal independence is the 
only sure way to avoid diversion of 
school funds to nonschool purposes. 
Greater economy is practiced by fis- 
cally independent boards 

Regardless of the arguments, prog- 
ress toward fiscal independence is slow, 
Dr. Reed declares. If it is to become 
a reality, educational forces on all lev- 
els will have to go out and fight for it 


AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS 


HAT one-woman army, Commis- 

sioner Frieda B. Hennock of the 
F.CC., shifted her considerable force 
from Washington to Atlantic City for 
a Tuesday afternoon engagement 

Sounding a bugle call for more edu- 
cators to join the battle for “their 
own home in the spectrum,” the F.C.C 
commissioner called TV the potentially 
finest educational tool of our time 

“Reexamine your budget, your cur- 
riculum, and your thinking to find a 
place for TV,” the tireless campaigner 
trumpeted. “Reexamine your rdle as 
educator. Is your influence to be 
limited to the school, or is it to be 
extended to the community at large? 
The opportunity to use TV is truly 
one that comes ‘once in a lifetime.’ 

“Education is too valuable a_na- 
tional resource to be handled exclu- 
sively as an incident to commercial 
operation; to be forced to compete for 
popularity; to be subject to changes 
in presentation, shifts of time, and 
outright cancellation as the vicissitudes 
of commercial broadcasting require 
Education is too intricate and delicate 
a process to be handled by any but 
the most qualified experts in the field 

the educators themselves 

TV will not obtain funds for you 
or replace worn school buildings or 
books; nor will it prevent military 
inroads upon your student bodies. But 
educational television will be the 
springboard to new concepts and levels 


of public education. It would be wise 


to have this strong, modern weapon 
in democracy’s arsenal.” 

Nor is it sufficient to show cause 
why time should be allotted to edu- 
cational TV, Martha A. Gable of the 
Philadelphia public schools told the 
same audience. The schools must prove 
that they will use TV if they get it 

The F.C.C. may not have forgotten, 
Miss Gable sadly declared, how of 202 
educational granted 
licenses between 1921 and 1936 as 
many as 164 allowed their licenses to 
expire or sold them to commercial

School folk are foolish to sit back 
and criticize television, Miss Gable 
holds. They must put the emphasis

“If the schools will capitalize on 
the great potential of this new teach- 
ing medium,’ Miss Gable believes, 
‘the time will come when the school 
audience will number in the hundreds 
of thousands. Then it will be worth 
while for the networks to augment 
local programs with such offerings as 
the U.N., Congressional hearings, fine 
drama and music. But we must build 
the audience and ensure good use of 
such programs.

When Mr. Swan took over the 
Perry County job, his first task was to 
reorganize the districts into suitable 
administrative units so that the chil- 
dren could have a desirable school 
program 

He found that his county schools 
had 200 teachers and 145 school di- 
rectors. He couldn't change the cur- 
riculum until he won over the school 
directors. So he set up evening work 
shops, he arranged trips for them to 
other schools, he planned a film forum 
on educational philosophy, and he 
started publishing a county paper re 
porting the accomplishments of the 
boards 

The next great task was to upgrade 
the teachers. He started summer work- 


shops, follow-up studies, curriculum 


revision programs and community sur- 
veys

second vice president of the National 
School Boards Association, understands 
the beginner's plight and gave an after 
noon discussion group 17 technics that 
can be adapted to the local situation 
in orienting a board member 

The responsibility rests with ex 
perienced board members, the superin 
tendent, and the administrative and 
supervisory staffs, Commissioner 
Trotter stated The superintendent 
should be called on for a large share 
of this preservice training because he 
is the person best qualified. But he 
is in no position to discuss certain 
areas of operation which might give 
rise to situations which later would 
concern the superintendent himself.” 

Supt. Earl H. Hanson of Rock 
Island, Ill., echoed this warning. “To 
avoid the feeling that the new board 
member is being indoctrinated by the 
professional staff, it appears that it is 
chiefly the responsibility of the board 
itself to initiate the new board mem- 
ber. The superintendent will prob- 


ably do much of the work of teaching 
the new director, but both should 
understand that the superintendent is 
doing so only because of delegation 
by the board 

“One of the first steps that the 
board should take on its own initiative 
is to make clear to newly elected mem- 
bers that as individuals they have no 
power, that only the board as a cor- 
poration has power and it can speak 
only collectively. Many school prob- 
lems would never occur if all board 
members knew this fundamental legal 
truth from the beginning of their 
memberships

Conference members also accepted the 
Pentagon view that if boys are required 
to begin their training at 18 the indi- 
vidual’s career will be disrupted as little 
as feasible. President Conant of Harvard 
said: “It is quite clear that a man’s 
military training had best be done before 
he enters the productive life of the coun 
try or before he undertakes his collegiate 
or professional education 

Conterence members urged the De 
partment of Defense to make several 
changes in its proposed bill, including 
these 

1. The number of 75,000 students 
permitted to return to college after 
basic training should become the mini- 
mum instead of the maximum. The 
President should further have the right 
to increase the number any time he 
considers it necessary 

?. The Pentagon Plan proposes that 
the President's authority to send 75,000 
students a year co college after basic 
training ends in June 1954. The coun 
cil urged that this authority should be 
a contnuing one 

3. Under the proposed bill, the Presi- 
dent would have the right to defer spe- 
cial categories of students, most of 
whom will be presumably in courses 
dealing with the sciences and_ profes 
sions needed by the military. The con 
ference urged that the President have 
the right to defer all students now in 
college who are doing satisfactory work 
These students are co fulfill their obh 
gations for military service after they 
have completed their college work 

A number of organizations were rep 
resented at the two-day special meeting, 
which ended January 20. They included 
the Association of American Univers: 
nes, the Association of American Col 
leges, the American Association of 
Junior Colleges, the National Catholic

50 Teachers to a Classroom— 
If Local Citizens Are Used 


New York.—If it uses the talent and 
experience of its local citizens, every 
school can have as many as 5O teachers 
to a classroom 

That is the conclusion of the Metro 
politan School Study Council, a research 
athliate of Teachers College, Columbia 
University The council's human re 
sources Committee has reported on a 
guest-teacher plan of education worked 
out in cooperation with teachers and 
administrators schools in Garden 
City, Manhasset and Great Neck, N-Y., 
Essex Falls, N.J., and the Bronx Park 
district in New York City 

Cooperating schools utilized such 
guest ‘teachers’ as photographers, chem- 
ists, artists, policemen, scientists, com 
mercial airline pilots, a newspaper col- 
umnist, and a_ big-league baseball 
player. They lectured about the kind 
of work they did or abour their skills, 
hobbies and travels 

To make the plan effective, it is not 
necessary to find people with “glam 
orous” occupations. For instance, in one 
home economics class, mothers were 
brought in to teach the girls how to 
cook foreign dishes, thus furthering in 
rernational understanding by putting 
pupils in touch with famous dishes of 
ditferent countries 

A grandmother brought her loom to 
the classroom of sixth graders studying 
colonial arts and crafts. Later the chil 
dren made their own looms and did
